stricken with cerebral thrombosis 
early last mouth. His physician, 
Dr. J. 
A. Lepak. said 
bronchial 
pneumonia 
which 
developed 
last 
Saturday was the immediate cause 
of death. 
W ith bim at the cud were Mrs. 
Kellogg. Dr. Lepak, household ser­ 
vants and relatives. 
Served Under Coolidge 
During his long career in public 
life, 
Kellogg 
served 
as 
United 
States senator from Minnesota, am­ 
bassador to the Court of St. James, 
secretary of state, and judge of 
the world court. He was named to 
the 
latter 
two posts 
by 
former 
President Calvin Coolidge. 
It was while he was secretary 
of state that he joined 
Aristide 
Briand of France Iu authorship of 
the peace pact for which he was 
awarded the Nobel peace prize in 
1929. 
He retired from the world court 
in 1935, after five years of service, 
and returned to bis private law 
practice here. 
News of Mr. Kellogg’s death was 
received with deep regret in Fug-, 
land, where the British press had 
termed him “ the silent diplomat” 
and “ the friendly ambassador” dur-l

service 
In 
London.

Administration leaders, however, 
contended the session had served a 
valuable purpose In finishing pre­ 
liminary work on farm. bousing and 
other administration measures. Fin ­ 
al approval of theae w ill be sought 
at the regular session convening 
Jan, 3. 
Democratic Leader Barkley (D ) 
of Kentucky asserted the session 
had clipped from six weeks to two 
months off the regular 1938 session. 
The Republican leader, Sen. Mc­ 
Nary of Oregon, predicted the reg­ 
ular session would end in May "if 
the President doesn’t keep sending 
new recommendations to congress.1* 
M cNary Calls Session ‘Failure’ 
McNary, however, asserted th* 
special session was a failure and 
that it "did not in any way carry 
out the program of the President.’*

For American Bar To Prove It Meant Stand

But now the social security board say* It won t 
be party to any scheme to pay Ohio unemployment 
insurance benefits ahead of time. because it Just 
simply can't be done without making an adminis­ 
trative meas. Members of the board are appointed; 
they can afford to lie objective. 
Whereupon, Charles Leisure, chairman of Ohio 
unemployment commission, also appointed, says he 
will go ahead anyway and do for Gov. Davey what 
th* social security board says can’t be done. 
Either Mr. Leasure is the exception to prove ap­ 
pointed officials are less than elected officials, or 
he is planning to run for election some time In the 
not distant future.

ZIER M A N Gen. Krich Ludeudorff, they say, aas a 
genius at devising schemes of military opera­ 
tion. It was his tough luck to shed the light of his 
valuable genius on the side which was fated to 
lose the World war anyway, so things didn't turn 
out well for him. 
After the war, wnU military geniuses selling at a 
U l;^ a dozt ii. lie died to apply hie soldier mind lo 
politics, with tho usual distressing results.

$25 or imprisoned

days or both for each subsequent 
offense.

HIS is, of course, a most extra­ 
ordinary law. 
Under it a man 
could

handing to a passerby a d ro o le r 
Inviting him to vote for Mayor 
Hague or to subscribe to a police 
m a n s ball. 
That the ordinance 
has been on th* hooks for nearly 
14 years can mean. I should sup­ 
pose,

thing*: 
either that In Jersey City, unlike 
any other spot in the country, no 
one ever has wished to distribute 
circulars and 
advertisem ents, or 
that the ordinance has not been 
enforced 
e x c e p t 
occasionally 
against individuals or organizations 
that are too week to defend their 
legal rights. 
f o r it seems fairly 
clear that th* ordinance ts con­ 
trary to th e principles of constitu­

xx WASHINGTON, Dec. 22— Is a federal judge, every 
’ * 
time he renders a decision not to th© liking of 
the departm ent of Justice, to be publicly accused by 
the adm inistration of dereliction of duty and virtu­ 
ally threatened with impeachm ent proceedings? 
Such a practice might very readily destroy th# 
independence of the judiciary and do much more 
harm to the cause of Justice than even was possible 
through the President's plan last spring to "reor­ 
ganize’’ the Judiciary by means of punitive legisla­ 
tion directed at judges who did not bow to the will 
of the administration. 
The question arises now because of the extraor­ 
dinary course followed by Assistant A ttorney Gen­ 
eral Jackson, head of th# anti-trust division, in carry, 
ing to th# public press bis controversy with Judge 
Geiger of Milwaukee. The Jurist declined to allow 
th* grand jury proceedings to be tam pered with by 
the agents of the departm ent of Justice and dis­ 
charged the Jury. His action wa* In line with step* 
be had taken in previous cases and goes to the 
heart of the problem of fairness and Justice, th# ques­ 
tion being whether th# departm ent of Justice can 
threaten criminal proceedings and use the d u b of 
criminal indictments to compel or coerce citizens 
to sign a civil decree covering m atters over which 
the federal government claims Jurisdiction. 
Judge Geiger courageously refused to allow the 
grand jury proceedings to be interfered with, and 
now a formal letter has gone from the departm ent 
of justice to the house Judiciary committee attem pt­ 
ing to imply that th© Milwaukee judge deserves 
censure or impeachment. T he letter was given to 
the press on the eve of its delivery to Chairman 
Sumners, an unusual procedure. 
Here la an instance in which a federal judge a p ­ 
plies the law and the custom of federal practice as 
he conscientiously sees it and th# departm ent of 
justice, dissatisfied with bis ruling, in effect warns 
all other federal judges that, unless they do the 
bidding of government attorney*, they m ust expect 
to be threatened with impeachment. 


I 
T IS doubtful whether Chairm an Sumner# of th* 
house judiciary committee will allow hie com­ 
mittee to be used to underm ine confidence In the 
Judiciary, and It would not be aurpriaing if, when 
all the facts are gathered, there were reason to ask 
whether the government attorney* themselves w ere 
not guilty of grave improprieties. 
The m atter before the court concerned th# alleged 
statem ent that the automobile factories and their 
finance company affiliates in some way coerced 
dealers into using certain installm ent finance plan* 
covering th# sale# of automobiles on tim # payments. 
Abuse! there are no doubt in this field, but, like 
other questions of unfair competition and fair trade 
practice, they ar* subjects either for federal trad e 
commission inquiry or for civil suits under th* anti* 
tru st statutes. It it unthinkable th at tbs threat of 
indictments could he used by any government a t­ 
torneys to aecure compliance with civil consent 
decrees. 
If any individuals are guilty of criminal practices, 
they should ba prosecuted to the limit and there 
should be no deal* or negotiations whereby accept­ 
ance of a consent decree would free them from 
such prosecution. 
That there was coercion is evident from a letter 
signed by H enry M. Hogan, assistant general coun­ 
sel of Genera! Motors Corp. and introduced into th© 
court record last w#©k in Milwaukee, in which he 
wrote to Assistant Attorney General Jackson under 
date of Dec. 6: 
"Aa we already have explained to you, even under 
the threat of criminal proceedings we prefer to h a \e 
our rights and obligations determined in an atm os­ 
phere free from coercion, by aome authority consti­ 
tuted by law to carefully try on the m erits the 
questions (J) whether the finance business is sub­ 
ject to federal regulation, and. if ao, w hat are the 
appropriate rules and limitations; and (2) w hether 
there have been any violation* thereof. A* you are 
well aware, the aubject I* already regulated by sta t­ 
utes in 18 states, and the conflict between state and 
tederal jurisdiction should he clarified in order to 
inaur* uniformity of obligation and m ake compli­ 
ance reasonably effective.” 
T he whole case is one on which the light of pub­ 
lic inquiry should be thrown. The departm ent of 
Justice put its criminal case before a grand Jury 
in Milwaukee last month aud then received rep re­ 
sentative* from the Ford, Chrysler and General 
Motors companies and their finance company affili­ 
ates to discuss th# term s of a consent decree—a 
civil action. It la true th at the first approach was 
mad* on th# Initiative of one of th e motor car 
companies’ lawyers, but It is also true that the de­ 
partm ent convoked conference* thereafter and dis­ 
cussed and urged th* consent decree. The attorneys 
for the finance companies told Judge Geiger they 
were given to understand that, if they signed the 
consent decree, there would be no criminal indict­ 
ments. Th# government representative in Milwaukee 
dented this, but on# wonder* why for six week* th# 
departm ent of Justice and the attorney* would ba 
conferring if th# motor car officials were going to 
be subject to criminal prosecutions anyway. Usually 
a consent decree ends litigation, and in this instance 
no civil auita bad been filed 
I 
T IS well within th# right of the departm ent to 
attempt, by consent decree or by civil suit and 
then settlem ent through consent decree, to define 
economic issues which are causing friction or hard­ 
ship to group* affected. But the threat of criminal 
indictments was apparently used and th© negotiators 
from the departm ent of Juetie# were attempting evi­ 
dently to bargain with the auto men on the theory 
that th# departm ent could control the action* or 
judgment* of the grand Jury—a circumstance that 
would m ake a mockery of justice if permitted. Hence. 
Judge Geiger was right in dismissing the grand Jury 
and asking the government in effect to start fresh 
on it* criminal or civil suit without trying to mix th# 
two into some sort of deal. 
But. right or wrong, in b]a Judicial interpretation, 
the federal judge, a man of excellent reputation and 
independence, was promulgating tbs law in protect­ 
ing his grand jury. Impeachment usually Is urged 
when a judge is guilty of tom e unethical personal 
act, but alm ost never is impeachment sought because 
th# derision* of a judge ar* disliked. Once the 
custom i* accepted of impeaching judges whoa* deci­ 
sions are distasteful to th* party in power, a dan­ 
gerous precedent will have been established. This 
i* the kind of thing which th* National Committee 
to Uphold Constitutional Govarnmant, presided over 
by F rank E. G annett of Rochester, N. Y.. fought so 
vigorously when th* "court packing" issue was be­ 
fore congress, and it looks as lf the committee 
would have plenty of other teaks now to safeguard 
the Judiciary from invasion by political force#. Thar* 
are many ways apparently to break down th# Judi­ 
cial system besides attacking tb s Supreme Court it­ 
self. Running to the house judiciary committee every 
time a federal judge issues an opinion or ruling un­ 
favorable to th* departm ent of justice appears to 
be one of the most palpable methods of coercion an*1 
undue Influence t in t could be devised.
